NVliptlier ho was murdered and his 
body entirely consumed, or whether he 
is yet alive, or what became of hiin, is 
one of the mvsteries of the case await 
ing solution. Certain it is the assas 
sins intended lliat a view of the human 
remains (if discovered) shouhl lead to 
the belief that both children liml ]ier- 
ished, for in correspondiMiee lo ihe 
position of tlic remains of the girl had 
been placed a ham (o represent 
the boy, with the boily of Poolk be 
t ween. It has been .surmised therefore 
I bat the second child may not have 
been killed, and may yet bo alive. 
Suspicion eventually attached to 
IfALLin.w and Carkv, settlers on the 
Pemberton meadows, and they were 
committed for trial.

TEU, Esq., J. P., on the 20lh of Aug- 
ust last and by him rtduced to writ- 
ing. In this statement .lack says he 
had been amongst the Chih-oateiia three 
times during the jn-esent year. Cpon 
the .second occasion he accused the 
Chilcoatens of the crime and they de- 
nied it to which denial he responded by 
asking, "What did you come round 
here for if you diil not know that 
man I" Juck fiinber suy.'i ilial on a 
third occaaion when at the headwaters 
of Bridge river in response to halloa- 
ing by one of his party two srp.iaws ap- 
peared excited and trembling. Having 
been brought to Jack he asked theni 
what they lialload foi- aiul tlie\- s.aid 
they saw his fire and wanted to know 
wliat tire it was. .lurk asked whence 
they came '! 'I'hey said from fur away 
in the laountaiii.s. "What diil you 
come here for without a man?" They 
said to get berrie.^ -'Whore aro your 
men ?" "They stojt a long way oft' in 
camp." "What do the men stop in

England suH'orsfnim her cust.unary short- 
ness, and Ireland will be far below the 
average when tho crops litive been gar- 
nered. The indications tiierefore are 
that the ^Pacitic states will have to feed 
tho Atlantic states as well as Europe. 
.\lrcady wheat is advancing in Oregon, 
and yesterd.ay tlour in Victoria rose oO 
cents a barrel in anticipation of an eastern 
demand. It is thought that autlicicnt 
tonnage cannot bo controlod to export 
the Pacilic coast wheat crop by water and 
that raihviiya will have to bo resorted to. 
Carrying wheat by rail is an expensive 
business; but in future times it will pay 
more to move it by that iiieaiis. 'I'he 
Central Pacific Railway Co. are already 
building a line from the Snutlieru Pacitic 
road to tho port of New Orleans expressly 
for tlio ])urp030 of transporting v huat 
from Oregon and California to that [.ort 
and from there shipping it to Europe. 
There is every likoliliood of wheat, flour 
and potatoes still further advancing.
